Thad, was very neeaful for ſuch a Tryal ; And I would rather en- 
dure what they could do unto me ; Then, have diſhonoured Chriſt, 
Offended yþu, and brought you into Trouble:----But T hope within 
leſs than three days, to be without the reach of all Tempt ations.
